A wherein clause is newly inserted in each of the independent claims. The wherein clause states that the contacts database is stored 
within memory of the sending device. As set forth on page 3 of the last Office action, the secondary referenceReilly teaches a sender's 
address book which is stored in a sending device 110 (see lines 54-58 of column 9 in Reilly). From the teaching of Reilly, It would have 
been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to store a sender's address book in a sending device such that the address book can 
be used by the sending machine. 
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
